IN OUR OWN COUNTRY 

It ia reported that a considerable 
numlier of the trun|Mi now in the 
Philippine* have been ordered to be 
in readiuena for active aervioe, and 
the wiae mien nay that thin service in 
expected to lie against China. The 
attitude of the Chinese people in 
many sections of the country ia in 
solent in tlie last degree, and they 
seem to need s lesson. Another mis 
sionarv has lieen burned out and roll 
bed, and there seems little nuxiety 
on the part of local otticiala to pro. 
tect Americans at least A measure 
of this feeling ia due to the rigor and 
brutality of our enforcement of the 
Chinem* Exclusion act, but another 
increment is the tiigheudedness that 
the victory of Ja|>an over Rusaia has 
induced in all Asiatics. If the Chi 
nem> want a lesson in international 
law, they are coming to the right 
source to get one by provokiug a 
fight with Uucle Sam. 

The Revenue Bill, which was re 
cently introduced into the Assembly 
and which has taken two years in 
preparation, sf«ems doomed to defeat 
Its chief featnr><a may Is* summed up 
as follows: The article taxing old 
laud grants; the article taring foreign 
and domestic trailing corporations 
one twentieth of one |>er cent on 
capital for doing buaiueas in the 
state; the article changing the entire 
plan of collecting state and county 
revenue through the sheriffs of the 
several counties of the Common- 
wealth; and the article taxing money 
received by inheritance. It is under- 
stood that the section as to sheriffs' 
office* has already lieen abandoned, 
and there r* serious and |»>r*inteut 
opposition to nearly all the other 
sections. 

Senator Patterson, of Colorado, 
caused a sensation in the Senate last 
Friday by introducing a resolution 
relative to the rights of Senators in 
votiug on treaties The Democratic 
caucus of the Senate last week passed 
a vote that was a virtual threat to 
read any .Senator out of the parly if 
he should vote for the ratification of 
the Dominican treaty. Mr Patter 
son ‘a resolution called attention to 
this action and declared that it was a 
plain violation of the spirit and in- 
tent of the Const itut ion; that each 
Senator ia entitled to oue vote, and 
soy attempt to onere* him is an in- 
vosion of the rights of a state; that 
any Seuator who permits himself to 
be ao coerced weakens uud degrades 
his state; that for any Seuator to 
vote otherw ise than his sense of duty 
dictates degrade* his high office him) 
assails the dignity and standing of 
the Senate. Naturally Senator Till 
man objected to the resolution. 

There may be objections to the 
Dominican treaty and probably is. 
but unless the Uuited Stair's is pre- 
pared to give up the Monroe Doc 
trine, once a Democratic ideal, or to 
fight to protect every beggarly South 
American state in its career of self 
sufficiency and bankruptcy .something 
must lie done to iusure the world 
that our policy in regard to the ao 
called inde|>eudent republics of the 
Western Hemisphere is not one of 
"Heads we win and tails you lose.” 
The op|Misition of a majority of the 
Republican "Insurgents" is only a 
mean fight against the President, and 
the opposition of the Ilemocruts, 
with a fen honorable < xceplioua, is 
simply an opposition arising from 
a desire to lmni|M>r the Republican 
party aud so discredit it with the 
people 

The "standpatters” in the present 
Congress will receives jolt from the 
people if they let the commercial 
agreement between this country aud 
Germany coine to an end without do- 
ing anything to conserve our great 
trade with that country, Germany 
has jimt been reforming her tariff 
laws and on March 1 her new laws 
will go into effect and, unlusa some 
thing is done in the meantime, her 
markets w ill Ire closed to trade with 
us, A tariff bill of some sort must 
be passed or a commercial treaty 
negotiated by the party in power or 
there will be trouble for those who 
stand in the way. There is a strong 
movement within the party for tariff 
reform aud many state conventions 
have memorialized Congress for such 
action. 



At the meeting of the United Mine 
Workers of America at Indianapolis 
it was decided that all members of 
the order should go out on a strike 
on April 1. The strike was ordered! 
because of the refusal of the oper- 1 
ators to grant an increase of pay and 
some other demands. The feeling ! 
was so high that Patrick Dolan, the 
President of District No. 5, which is 
the district around Pittsburg, was I 
asked to resign by the delegates of 
that district for voting against the 
strike. He justified himself by say- 
ing that, on looking the field over 
and the present condition, he thought 
the miners would be doing well if 
they could keep the present wage 
scale. Unless some agency inter- 
venes 550,000 men will on the first 
of April next go out and so practic 
ally paralyze the whole industry of 
the United Stab**. And this is a 
government, "Of the |s*ople, by the , 
|*«ople, for the jieople." 

Much interest is manifested iu the 
approaching contest in the Senate , 
over the statehood cpiestion. Senator 
Beveridge, who hus charge of the bill, 
is ho|>eful of securing au early vote 
but many others are not iuclined to 
agree with him. The supporters of 
the bill are very streuuous in its 
advocacy, but its op|s>nents are just 
as determined. The critical point is 
thought to tie the Foraker amend 
meut, giving the people of Arizona 
the privilege of voting on the que* | 
lion of admission. It is said that the 
Democrats ns a whole aud many of 
the Republicans are in favor of the 
amendment

STRINGY MILK. 

Condition Not Cue to Disease. But 
Generally to th* Feed 

Supply. 

Now and then a farmer Is puzzled 
at the appearance of strlngtneas In tho 
milk a few hours after tt is drawn. 
He at once Imagines that the cow I* 
sick or that some certain cow has 
given this milk and begins a hunt for 
her Sometimes the strlnglnes* Is due 
to a case of garget, but In most cases 
It Is due b> levs Important cause* 
There are o xln growths of a minuto 
nature, foui> 1 sometimes In the pas- 
tures but of n In the hay. that pro- 
duce this si Inglnes", explain* the 
Farmers' Review. There U only ono 
way of getting rid of It. and that la 
by excessive care when the milk Is 
drawn. Generally tho trouble begins 
with the stirring up of the hay be 
fore mllkfng. and the filling of the 
air around the cow with a vart num- 
ber of particles that have in them tho 
power of develqpnent. In developing 
in the milk these attach themselves 
one to tho other and make the white 
strings so annoying. When the thing 
occurs persistently In tbe stable. It 
Is probable that these sporen exist In 
great numbers In the hay. Wo r.au 
only advise In such cases that the 
hay be not given the cows tint tl after 
the milk is drawn and taken away.

ORCHARD BRUSH BURNER. 

Novel Contrivance for Destroying 
the Tree Pruning! Without 
Hauling Out *f Orchard. 

When I was In southern Oregon not 
long ago I saw what was to me a new 

Implement. It was a homemade af- 
fair that was the outgrowth of the ne- 
cessity "or getting rid of orchard prun- 
ing*. 11. F. Mender, of Jackson coun- 
ty. Orcgtn who Is an up-to-date or- 
(hardlsl, conceived the plan of build- 
ing a portable brush burner, in which 
the refuse left after pruning could he 
got rid of without the trouble of haul- 
ing It out of tbe orchards. He made 
a frame or running gear of four poles 
about six Inches In diameter, using 
two for axletrces, about aeven feet long 
and on top of these two others about 
ten feet long were bolted near I h i 
end*, forming a rectangle. To tho un- 
der side of one was fastened a round 
Iron rod, whose projecting end* wer* 
u*cd os spindle* for two old farm 
Implement whecia about a foot In d> 
amete". These wheels were held In 
place by linchpins that were put 
through holes made in the ends of thy 
spindles, at the blacksmith shop on tbn 
farm. The burner proper was a hugs 
Iron basket or crate, about six by ten 
feet on tbe bottom by two feet deep, 
made of old wagon tires riveted u. 
gether. The meshes of this c-ate wory 
nearly a foot In dlnmrter, whim wh* 
sufficiently close to hold the brush. Tho 
bottom was covered with old sheet Iron 
scraps to keep the coals from falling 
through a.id thua hold the f.re. on 
on" end. which was (he front and next 
where the team was to be hitched. It 
was sided up to the top with she*' 
lr> n. to prevent too much radiation 'if 
heat In that direction. Chain* or Irou 
rods were fastened to the front end 
and extended about ten feet forward 
to put tho team a proper distance fr on 
the fire. This crude apparatus, made 
on the farm out cf old scraps, served 
a most excellent purpose. It was 
taken Into the orchnr.t where the brunt* 
■was on the ground, a fire kindled In 
it and as the brush waa piled on and 
corsumej It waa dragged forward an-l 
more brush added, until one row 
after the other waa burned and out c.f 
the way, Mr Meader io!U me the 
some of hi.- neighbors mad* fun of It. 
and thought It waa not practical, but 
a few borrowed It of him. and Dow 
there are several In the vicinity. 

When 1 first saw thtf burner near a 
tc. I >heil I did not Instantly catch the 
Idea of It* usa. but only a word wes 
r.eccawy to convey the thought of 
I’s saving of time and labor, explain « 
th" correspondent of the Rural New 
Yorker. It t* Inexpensive lo make 
and thoroughly practical la u»*. It 
may l* that other bm h burners have 
been made, but Mr Meader said h- 
had never beard of one. and Invent*! 
hie a* an expedient to save time and 
tra tble The Idea la one of th* ties’ 
that I have met In many year*, and de- 
rervea to be put Into practice all oxer 
the country where orchards exist. To 
get rid of the pruning-* In »u h aa easy 
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way Is a great saving, for I hey are 
troublesome and bulky. It mats a 
jpwvt deal to handle them onee esp*- 
rlally to load them on a wagon or 
aled. haul them to some distant pine •. 
aud th»n make a bonfire of them; but 
when they ran be put on a movable 
fir*, little by little, and got rid of 
In a short time, once for all. It la a 
great economy of time and labor 
There might be eome Improvement* 
added to the crude Implement, a* de- 
aerlbed. such a* an Iron running 
gear, although tbl* Is not Important, 
for the Ur* had not burned tbe wooden 
frame. However, If there was an troi 
frame the bottom could be left pir- 
Hally open, that there might be tet- 
ter access of air from below, lo causa 
quicker burning and allow the aahe* to 
drop through readily. Th* top should 
be larger than the bottom, ao th- 
brush would go In eaelly. Four whee's 
would be better lhan two; for they 
would lessen the draft on lb* team. 
It la not deslrabfc to build a very largo 
fire, for fear of acorrhlag th* tree* on 
either side and making It unonmfor' 
able for the men and team In after !- 
anee Two men. or perhapa one. would 
be enough to gather and burn th- 
lmish. and one hare* might pull the 
burner on four wheels. There Is lying 
about almost every farm some mate- 
rial. such as old Iron wheel*, axle* 
wacon and buggy tires, that might b* 
made Into one of thrae handy brush 
burners, with the aid of a blacksmith 
and at little expense, provided there la 
no forge on the farm to lessen tho 
coat still more The frame should nut 
be weak, or It might host and sag to 
the ground. I^et there be hundreds of 
theae brush burners made without de- 
lay by our orchard lata and put to usu. 
Several neighbors might own snd use 
one together. This will turn the 
brush Into ashes and spread them In 
the orchards, where they should be. 
and save about half the expense of get- 
ting rid of the brush This convenient 
vehicle lr shown In our Illustration.

order with enthusiastic cheers. The 
remainder of the day was a busy 
time with rank and file. Many had 
debts to settle with citizens, others 
letters to write home informing dear 
friends that at last we were “bound 
for Dixie.” Captains Hickman and 
Winbourn, Lieutenants Nickels, 
Martiu and Carson, being reported 
unable for duty, were ordered to take 
charge of the convalescents able to 
leave the hospitals and private houses, 
where many were quartered, aud 
follow in a few days on the cars to 
Louisville aud join the regiment 
there. 

On the morning of the 10th of 
March, 1802, the camp of the Eighth 
Kentucky was all life,* everybody 
hurrying bis comrade in loadiug up 
our garrison equipage. A cold, 
misty rain was falling. At last all 
the good byes had been said to our 
kind Lebanon friends, aud the column 
marched out the Louisville pike. 
Having learned by sad experience 
not to let men just out of the sick 
beds unnecessarily expose them 
selves, our oolumu did not cover half 
the space it did when we left Estill 
Springs. The rain continued to 
drizzle, and the limestone road be 
came quite sloppy. At four o’clock 
p. m., we halted in Springfield, the 
county scat of Washington, and 
quartered the men in the court house. 
Company commanders borrowed 
several cook stoves of citizens, and 
the meu soon had the town perfumed 
with frying buoon and boiling coffee 
The Uth we emu ( km! near Bardstowu. 
Here Col. Barnes informed us he had 
just learned that we were brigaded 
with the 23d Kentucky, Col. Muuday, 
aud the 3d Minnesota, Col. Lester, 
and that he had orders to march 
directly to Louisville, and probably 
thence to Teuuessee. We passed 
through Bardstowu the l‘2th with 
our colors unfurled, keeping step to 
the lively music of our martial baud. 
That night we procured abundance 
of straw for bedding, aud the owner 
of the pasture lieiug a home rtNx-l, 
talked loudly of private rights, until 
Maj. Broadhus told him if he said 
another word he would arrest him 
and march him to Louisville before 
a musket. The 13|h we pitchod our 
tcuts at Hays Springs, ou the bluffs 
of Salt River, where we also found 
the 23d Kentucky. During the night 
and next morning a heavy rain fell, 
making the oookiug a difficult task, 
and marching very disagreeable

increased alarmingly. Dr. John 
Mills began to find a regimental 
surgeon's |m wit ion quite s responsi- 
ble one. He not only had two 
churches full of sick, but a large 
uuinlier were at private houaes in 
town, where they received the best 
of treatment at the hands of the loyal 
meu and women of the place, lu 
many instances they not ouly allowed 
our sick boys shelter, but prepared 
suitable food with their own bauds, 
and doubtless saved thelivesof many 
of the survivors of the Eighth Ken- 
lucky. The author, among many 
others, will never in life forget the 
kiiidness of Dr. Mudd, Mr. and Mrs. 
Speed, Mrs. Milbourn and Mr. 
I'hili|)s, with a host of others. The 
Misses Selby, though stroug "South 
eru Rights” women, owners of a 
large hotel, gave up some of their 
rooms to our sick, and were very 
kind to them quartered iu the Selby 
House. These old maids were uutir- 
ing in their care for Captain Minter, 
and probably saved his life, as his 
doctor said nothiog but their nursing 
could hsve returned to us one of our 
lies! young officers, who suljsequeut- 
ly lost his life in action at Stone 
River. Notwithstanding the good 
citizens of Lebaunu and the well 
portion of the regiment did all they 
could for our sick, with the attention 
of several resideul physicians, deaths 
through the latter j>art of January 
and first half of February were of 
almost daily occurrence. 

The 15th of January, by laborious 
work with our inexperienced officers, 
we had our muster-in roll prepared, 
and were that day mustered into the 
United States service for three years 
or duriug the war. 

Captain Mayhew, with Company 
A. returned from the Rolling Fork 
of Salt River, about eight miles dis- 
tant from Lebanon, where he had 
tieen two weeks guarding a bridge,

A bill embodying the idea* of the 
Educational Improvement Commi*. 
•ion and celliug for ao elaborate 
system of Normal schools for the 
state was introduced into the As 
senibly by Assemblymen R. W 
Miller some time sgo. This wss 
referred to the Committee on Educa- 
tion which committee recently re- 
ported a Normal school bill some 
thing different and much leas 
elatsorate. The bill as reported 

K ropoees the establishment of one 
ormal school, and appropriate* 
$25,000 for the erection of buildings 
and the same amount yearly for the 
support of the school. We are ad 
vised not to despise the day of small 
thiugs, but, if there is to be a Nor 
msl school in the state, it ought to 
be more adequately equipped tbau 
that. The sum provided iu the bill 
will makeavery ioad.-quate aud mea- 
ger provision for a Normal school 
worthy of the name aud of the state. 

A saving consideration is that 
by which the people of Richmond 
propose to donate the grouud, build- 
ings, and equipment of the old Cen- 
tral University to the state ou con 
dition that the Normal school be 
located in that place. If the 
Asnembly will accept the offer of the 
people of Richmond and amend the 
bill by doubling the yearly appropri- 
ation for the support of the school, 
Kentucky may iu time have some- 
thing like a State Normal school, hut 
one canuot la* supported on anything 
like what the bill calls for. Better 
kill the bill at once and wait for a 
wiser Assembly than to accept some- 
thing that will queer the whole 
Normal school idea by a lamentable 
failure.

Come at Ringing of Bell and Chil- 
dren Feed Them to Mice 
and S(>arrows. 



The first heavy sheet of Ice has 
glazed Jewell's pond on Farmington 
avenue and the bullfrogs have sunk 
to the bottom, burrowed In the mud, 
and will not tie seen again until the 
warm spring days, says the Hartforc 
Courant.

a nickel. Jilt frogs are out, and uit 
hoys gels 5 cents a head for every 
mouse or English sparrow that we 
can catch alive. Ajid there ain't n<r 
mice in our house," he added, with 
a look Intended to excite sympathy. 

Two days later I met him again. 
"Fifty-five cents," he exclaimed, 
jingling his pockets. “Caught ’em In 
the barn — seven mice and five spra- 
rows. Grover Cleveland eat three at 
once." He was gone before I could 
demand an explanation as to why the 
name of our only ex-Prealdent should 
be to familiarly mingled with English 
sparrows, frogs and nickel*. 

"Grover Cleveland It the big green 
fellow,” confided the good natured 
Scotch gardener, with a broad emlle. 
He always manages to get the biggest 
and the most.

Through the summer months the 
hospitality of the garden wee extend- 
ed to me. and through It lay a short 
cut between the studio and the bouse, 
so during the four dally trips beck 
and forth, I managed to see quite a 
little of the frogs and their amusing 
ways.

HREE attitudes, now. may be taken towards tbe dcinoc- 

T | racy in which wc have our habitation, may be taken by 
I educated man. 

One atttude is withdrawal. One may isolate oneself 
front vital concern in the actual life of the people. Hav- 
ing an assured income provided by others, a man may 
devote himself to pleasure, to travel, to literary culture, 
putting himself practically out of relation to the world of 
human struggle and attainment. Religiously, this was the 
monastic life of the middle ages — out in the wilder- 
ness, out of the world. 

T he second attitude is the parasitic, or even more strongly, the 
piratical. One may go into the democracy for what one can get out 
of it for one self. Such a one would exploit democracy for his own 
hem fit, and pay as light a tax as possible. The generations and con- 
iemporarc? have established a society holding certain values, and the 
exploiter, like the thief in the night, breaks through and steals. The 
state «avps hint the trouble of maintaining a band of armed retain- 
er.-. Laws and courts arc good, for they protect him in his thiev- 
ing. The army is at his heck that he may till his vineyard and run 
his mill. The maxim of a pirate in a democracy is "My rights, your 
duties." 

The third attitude is the reciprocal. A mah looks out on democ- 
racy and contributes to it, putting in as much as he takes out, or 
more, pacing his full tax, making his pursuit part of a whole which 
•t for good. His maxim for at least half of his life is: "Your rights, 
inv duties."

The educated man is expected to take this last attitude. He has 
been loudly accused of taking the first attitude, of isolating himself 
from puh'ic affairs, or, at least, of holding aloof as an impracticable 
critic of the order of things, of standing on the shore declaring with 
many gesticulations how the ship of state should he sailed, hut never 
handling a tiher or pulling a rope. There has been enough of this to 
bring reproach on academic discussion of. affairs. By academic dis- 
cussion of politics, for example, is meant theoretical, impracticable, 
doctrinaire. But there is an important part for the man of talent and 
education to play. 1 do not say that his part is more essential than 
that of the average workingman, for all parts are necessary in the 
social organism. The eye cannot sav to the hand; "I have no need 
of thee," hut also the hand cannot say to the eye: "I have no need of 
thee.” The state needs citizens of intellectual ability, of character, 
and of high standards for leaders, rulers and teachers, anil has a right 
to look ro the university for them, since the state, directly or indirect- 
ly, maintains the university. By cherishing higher educational insti- 
tutons the state signifies its need of cultured men in the piofessions, 
in business, in legislation. By a process of selection young men of 
promise and amhition continue Ihcir education for several years that 
they may render service of a higher order than manual labor — the 
service of leadership, which is as much needed as manual labor, with- 
out whirl manual labor is inefficient. That is to say. the state ex- 
pends on a selected class a thorough training that they may he fitted 
for higher service in the state. 

Wc have outgrown the crude notion that democracy is equality, 
and that it has no use for an aristocracy. Some belated doctrinaires 
are still proposing schemes for equalizing the condition of men.* But 
it is not the purpose of democracy to raise all men up nor to draw 
all men down to a common level. Its-purpose is to put the best men 
in tl e highest places, to recognize superiority. For the aristocracy 
of birth i? has no great regard, although it docs not forget that blood 
tells. For the vulgar aristocracy of wealth it has supreme contempt. 
To the accident of rank and title it is indifferent. But it recognize, 
the aristocracy of merit, knowledge, character. Democracy would re- 
place the aristocracy of birth by the aristocracy of worth, would set 
aside the aristocracy that buys place with gold for that which earns 
place by capability and distinguished service. Democracy needs noth 
•ng -o much a, it needs such an aristocracy. 



The many trappers operating In 
northern Minnesota will reap a rich 
harvest the present winter, meaning 
many comforts, even luxuries. In the 
log cabins of scores of sturdy settlers, 
in the wilds of tbe northern couutry, 
who are mainly dependent upon their 
traps during the cold months for a 
livelihood, say* the Duluth Herald. 

The settlers and professionals in 
the country directly tributary to Du- 
luth look tor the most part to mink, 
marten and otter to make their trap- 
ping operations profitable, and the 
pelts of these little aulmals at pres- 
ent command a higher price than at 
any time during the past thirty-three 
years, while there has been a decided 
slump In tbe prices paid for furs from 
the black, blue and silver fox, which 
bring only fit) each now. where a year 
or two ago they were as high as f JtiO 
• piece. 

Last winter $1.50 was considered a 
good price for a mink pelt, and It 
wasn't more than a season or two 
back that $2.50 was the highest paid 
for a single pelt of this kind Now 
a choice raw mink fur will bring $11, 
and a marten pelt from $18 lo $20, 
where $6 or $7 was paid last winter. 
An otter skin Is worth $22 Just as it 
comes from the trapper's hands, which 
la away above any price paid for more 
than thirty years. Quite a few fisher 
are caught through northern Min 
nosota, and these are worth from $8 
to $10. lieaver are very scarce In 
this state. They are worth from $7 
to $9 each. 

The higher prices paid for fura will 
also prove a boon to the Minnesota 
Indians, or such of them at leaat as 
have any business ability. A good 
many of the Indian, (rap during the 
winter, but the trouble with the me 
Jortty of them Is that they do not 
know the value of their catch, and 
are likely lo sell a $32 otter pelt for 
$4 or $5, and e $11 mluk pelt for a 
dollar, or perhaps a pint of whiskey. 
The white man Is well aware of this 
feel, end some agents make It their 
buatness during the winter to do noth- 
ing but buy fura of the Indians, sail- 
ing them later at a handsome mar 
gin of profit. 

These agents usually travul from 
reservation lo reservation by dog 
team or snow shoea. 

Even the little weasel, scores of 
which dally leave ihetr tiny tracks In 
the snow on tbe outskirts of the city, 
are worth $1 each for their pelts, j 
They were valueless three years ego. 1 
and two years ago were worth 10 
cents each For a time last winter I 
tbe pell* brought 50 cents each Th» j 
weasel also belongs to the homologu* 
of tbe American sable, togeiher with 
the marten, mink, fisher and otter ! 
Tbe American saldo really Is tbe mar 
ten, according to some authorities. It 
Is commonly celled the pine marten, 
end at first glance the only disting- 
uishing feature between II end the 
mink Is e spot of beautiful orange 
color on Its throat. Just under tbe 
chin.

Physiology Disliked. 

Language study is disliked by the 
pupils In a certain school for these 
reasons: "Because it Is so teagous” 

((tedious). "Because I don't know 
what It Is.” "Because It Is always 
telling you something you know.” 
Here are some of the reasons for a 
dislike of physiology: "Because It 

tells you all about digestion." "Be- 
cause It Is only for people who want 
to ?*? doctors.” “Because It makes 
ray head ache." “Because I do not 
like to read what Is inside us.” "Be- 
cause It Is ouly for men and boys" 
from a girl of thirteen). “Because 
It makes me nervous." "Because I 
don't care about j)lgi» green” (hy- 
giene). 



So much progress has 
been made in lighting, 
heating, ventilating and 
seating schools that 
these former scapegoats 
for the mistakes of 
teachers and supervis- 
ors no longer serve 
their ancient useful pur- 
pose. There is a de- 
cline in the physical condition of children from September lo June, 
even in the best built and equipped schools. The following are sub- 
mitted explanations as possible causes. 

1. Failure to make proper use of school equipment. 

2 . Faulty postures in sitting (especially while writing) and in 
standing and walking (especially while carrying books , 

3. Lack of provision for out-of-door play. 

4. Lack of freedom from restraint indoors. 

5. Methods productive of worry ami confusion 

6. Over stimulation due to failure to provide rest periods or 
proper alternation of the harder ami easier work. 

7. F'ailurc to adapt method to individuals lacking normal physi- 
cal development. 

Important suggestions are- Abundant time for free play in the 
open air winter and summer and in daylight, more short vacations 
rather than one long vacation, better knowledge of school equipment 
bv teachers, more attention to postures (sitting, standing and writing), 
plays, games, out-of-door observation, free constructive work, adapta- 
tion of the child's instinctive forms of expression, necessity of making 
important forms of reaction habitual and not merely suggested, essen- 
lal healthfulness of clear and definite method and straightforward dis- 
cipline in avoiding confusion, the reduction to the minimum of sources 
of worry (such as examinations, tests, marks, rules and regulations, 
and arbitrariness or nervousness in teachers), provision in the pro- 
gramme for rest periods and alternation of work, preparation of teach- 
ers to detect symptoms of eye and ear defect, spinal curvature or in- 
dications of disease, to test where it is desirable, and to adapt method 
to such physical defects as cannot be removed, and, finally, positive 
gymnastic exercises.

sequently. for the purpose of limiting 
the circulation of specie or paper money 
to the necessities of the country, the 
government will not permit local banks 
to increase *>e|r rapltal stock without 
first complying with certain restrict lout 
prescribed by a recent executive de- 
partment order.

Pacific Displayed in New 
Tork Aquarium.

The aquarium's fish haulury Is now 
In operation for the Boaaon of 1905-'<i6. 
There have already been hatched out 
In It 2,000 eggs of the humpbacked salm- 
on. the first of this species ever 
hatched here, reports the New York 
Sun. 

The humpedbacked salmon is tha 
smallest of five species of Pacific salm- 
on. averaging as It does In weight 
about five |iounds. It rarely reacnea 
a weight of ten pounds. It Is found on 
the northwest coast of the United 
Slates and clear around Alaska to the 
Arctic ocean, and also on the Pacific’s 
Asiatic coast. 

Because of Its smaller sl/e and be- 
cause also of the fact that Its flesh is 
of a lighter pink than that of the other 
species, and so of a less desirable 
market color, packers havo in former 
years confined their attention mostly 
to the larger species; but the hump- 
backed is one of the best of the salm- 
on as a food fish, and now, with less 
abundance of the larger varielos, can- 
cers are beginning to pack more hump- 
backs. 

This salmon gets Its name from the 
shape of the high front of Its bouy, 
which, In the case of the male fisn, 
forms a hump that amounts almost to 
a deformity when the flsh U lean. 
When the flsh is In well-fed condi- 
tion It resembles the quinDat salmon, 
and is then shapely and handsome. 

None of the Pacific saltson eats after 
It comes Into fresh waters to spawn. 
In the broad lower reaches of the 
rivers (hey preserve their beauty lor 
a time, but they soefn lose this when 
they have begun to make their way 
upward along the narrower, shallower 
and ruggeder courses of the streams, 
up which they may go to great dis- 
tances. some of them getting as tar 
from the coast as Idaho, to spawn in 
the headwaters of the Columbia and 
finake rivers. 

But up whatever waters they go their 
travel, and always without food, Is an 
almost constaut struggle for them, and 
they reach their spawning ground 
wounded and cut aud lean and wfitn. 
In this long, protru ded struggle tha 
humpbacked salmon's flesh falls away 
and the fish becomes lean and gaunt, 
the fat disappears from Its head and 
that becomes shrunken, and then what 
seems to be a hump appears. 

Within recent years the United State* 
fisheries bureau has ben endeavoring 
to establish Pacific coast salmon in the 
waters of Maine, but thus far without 
substantial results. There has been no 
difficulty In planting the t rearm* with 
fry hatched out here from eggs 
brought from the Pacific coast, but 
w hen in obedience to their Instincts they 
have sought the sea, the young fishes of 
the species thus far planted there have 
never cotne back It was thought that 
better success might attend planting 
with humpbacked salmon, and so that 
•pedes Is now being tried on this coast. 

The 2,000 little humpbacked salmon 
lately hatched out at the New York 
aquarium were hatched from eggs ob- 
tained by the aquarium from the United 
States flsh hatchery at Craig Brook. 
Me The little salmon are now each 
about an Inch in length and doing well.

Already in our previous lessons we 
have seen Christ as the Pounder of the 
kingdom of Heaven upon the earth. 
He was born "a king." His baptism 
was In a sense tbs Inauguration of the 
king; the temptation, the testing of 
the king. Being Himself thus prepared, 
we see Him now starting out to recruit 
the first members of His kingdom, 
who, In addition to being members of 
the kingdom themselves, should alto be 
Instrumental In enlisting others under 
Its banner. 

Same Call Extended To-Day. 

In the call of these first disciples we 
recognize the essential conditions 
which were to underlie all subsequent 
calls to dtsctpleshlp. To dlscovtr these 
conditions should be the purpose of all 
who teach this lesson. The fundamen- 
tal condition or conditions underlying 
entrance Into the Kingdom of Ood are 
forever the same with each succeeding 
generation. "The gifts and calling of 
Ood are without change." 

Freachlng Still Draws Crowds. 

We are told that the "crowds pressed 
upon Jesua to hear the Word of God." 
The preaching of the Word of God Is 
always a drawing card. The crowds 
have not wearied of the preaching ol 
the Gospel, but only of the average 
preacher who falls to preach the Gos- 
pel. Wherever you fino a man who 
like Moody, Torrey Spurgeon and 
many othera, preaches the Word ol 
God there you will find the streets lull | 
of men and women still pressing to 
hear the message. Fire will always 
attract those who are cold, and food 
those who are hungry. So will the 
preaching of the simple Gospel attract 
the hearts of men for whom It was 
prepared. The world was made for 
the Goapel and the Gospel for the 
world. 

Preaching In the Open Air. 

All the great sermons In the B bU 
were preached In the open air. If the 
people will not come to church, then 
let ua take the church to them. If it 
was not beneath the dignity of Jesus 
Christ to hold open air meetings, it 
surely cannot be beneath any pretend- 
ed and assumed dignity we may pro- 
fess to possess. Let some preachers 
who doing the hot months of the year 
preach to but a corporal's guard, gc 
out Into the open air and preach to the 
crowds. The best way to reach the 
masses is to go after them. 

Obedience Required for Dtsctpleshlp. 

First Jesus requested of these men 
the loan of their boat; and they at 
once compiled with the Master's re 
quest. In other words. He asked these 
men to surrender their business for a 
little while to Him. And they did. 
how magnificently He repaid them is 
seen In the miraculous draught ol 
fishes No mao can surrender bla busi- 
ness to Jesua Christ without eventually 
being a gainer by It He "shall receive 
a hundredfold more In this life and In 
the world to come life everlasting." 
(Mark, 10:28-30). 

Requires Surrender of Their Thoughts. 

Next, Jesus requires that these men 
recognise Him a* knowing more about 
their business than thay do themselves. 
He requires them to do what their own 
common sense tells (here la no use in 
doing. This la evident by the answer 
of Peter: "Lord, we have tolled, all 

night and caught nothing, neverthe- 
less." etc. The word "Lord" here 
probably means "shipmaster," one set 
over a boat, and Is remarkable as used 
In this coanqctlon. The word, "never- 
theless" Indicates surrender of their 
thoughts and plana to Christ. 

Requiras the Surrender of Their Lives. 

Finally. Ghrlst required from these 
men the surrender of thetr whole lives. 
"They forsook thetr nets and their 
business and followed Him." That 
was final and complete evt fence. 
Kver after they were to devote their 
lives, not to catching flsh but to catch- 
lot: men. 

Btune Conditions Mure Be Met To-day. 

No man can enlist under the banner 
of Christ, nor become a member of the 
kingdom of God who Is not willing to 
make an absolute surrender of himself 
and all that he has and expects to be 
to the Christ and His service. “So 
likewise, whosoever he be of you that 
foraaketb not all that he hath, be can- 
not be my disciple." (Luke 14:33). Of 
course, Christ may not, In fact dors 
not, call upon us all to leave our daily 
vocation and become preachers or mis- 
sionaries. No, ofttimes He mils upon 
us to do what Is very much harder— tc 
stay In business and use It for Him and 
Ills kingdom. There ran be no ques- 
tion, however, but that ere we can be- 
come Christ's disciples there must b« 
the absolute surrender of ourselvea to 
His absolute and authoritative control. 
This la the crucial teat of Christianity. 

All True Disciples Soul-Winners. 

Implied, yea clearly stated In HU 
call to membership in the kingdom was 
the consecration of these fishermen to 
the task of catching men. In seme 
Sunday schools there Is kept what is 
callers "Fishermen 'a Roll." on which 
there Is recorded each Sunday the 
names of those who have brought In 
new members. It is a great work to 
bring others to Jesua Christ In thr 
first chapter of John we have a de- 
tailed account of how these disciples 
caught thetr flsh for their "Shipmas- 
ter." Let us first of all be “still fish*

There Is a deadlock between th* 
coal operators «ud miners of both the 
central competitive and southwest dis- 
tricts. John Mitchell, president of the 
miners, delivered his ultimatum to the 
Joint scale committee of the central 
district, declaring that there must be 
an Increase In wages or there will be 
no agreement. 

The counter proposition offered by 
the coal operators of the central com- 
petitive district was rejected by an 
almost unanimous vote of the national 
convention of the United Mine Work- 
ers. 

The United Mine Workers' conven- 
tion adjourned after a failure to make 
an agreement with the operators as 
to the wage scale. Unless there is 
some Intervention about 550.000 mine 
workers will go on strike April 1. This 
will Involve 2,000,000 persons depend- 
ent upon the Industry. The strike will 
embrace Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana 
Illinois, Iowa, West Virginia, Michi- 
gan. Kansas, Missouri, Texas and In- 
dian Territory.
